Stocks 


THIS  class  of  Stocks  originated  in  Germany 
years  ago.  They  found  little  favor  among 
American  cut  flower  growers  because  they  lacked 
the  true  non-branching  habit.  They  were  semi- 
non-branching  and  many  colors  offered  today 
remain  so.  We  early  recognized  their  value  and 
set  to  work  trueing  them  up.  Our  well  known 
strain  of  Lilac-Lavender  was  the  original  result  of 
this  work.  Through  our  effort  in  trueing  up  "Ball 
White,"  we  have  evolved  a  more  dwarf  strain  of 
it,  with  flowers  more  closely  set,  and  a  higher 
proportion  of  doubles.  The  original  type  of  white, 
under  very  favorable  conditions,  becomes  unnec¬ 
essarily  long-stemmed.  Through  many  single  plant 
selections  we  have  developed  a  strain  of  Chamois 
Rose  with  more  doubles  than  it  has  been  pro¬ 
ducing;  because  they  are  well  and  closely  placed 
on  the  stem,  the  singles  in  this  very  choice  com¬ 
mercial  color  are  valuable.  Ruby  is  the  fourth 
variety  in  this  list  of  strictly  non-branching  kinds. 
Its  rich  crimson  color  is  rather  heavy,  but  a  lim- 

t 

ited  amount  is  called  for.  A  rose,  lavender  and  a 
clear  white  are  generally  listed  as  non-branching 
— we  find  them  only  partly  so;  and  also  with  flow¬ 
ers  poorly  spaced  on  the  stem.  Until  they  can  be 
bred  into  better  shape,  we  prefer  not  to  offer 
them. 


With  the  reduced  prices  and  half  trade 
packets  we  offer  this  season,  no  retail  grower 
can  afford  to  do  without  some  of  our  non¬ 
branching  Stocks,  and  we  do  not  hesitate  to 
state  that  market  growers  should  use  them 
exclusively.

CULTURE  DAI  I  NON-  Q. 

OF  D/\LL  BRANCHING  OtOCKS 


BECAUSE  each  plant  produces  one  fine,  long  flower  stem,  this  class 
should  be  planted  close.  We  space  them  in  rows  across  the  bed,  7  inches 
apart  and  3  inches  in  the  row.  We  find  a  most  important  point  in  the 
growing  of  Stocks  to  be  the  prevention  of  a  black  stem  rot.  To  prevent  this, 
we  plant  in  sterilized  soil,  or,  if  old  greenhouse  soil  is  exposed  to  frost  and 
weather  for  a  year  or  two,  we  find  it  better  than  fresh  material,  because 
of  the  fertility  that  has  been  added  to  it  for  other  crops.  Fresh  virgin 
soil  frequently  seems  to  have  something  lacking  when  Stocks  are  planted 
in  it;  an  application  of  6-8-6  fertilizer  when  plants  don't  respond  in  such 
soil  promptly  gets  them  going.  For  midwinter-flowering  we  recommend 
the  use  of  raised  beds.  A  3!/2-inch  deep  flat  will  produce  a  fine,  closely  set 
flower  spike.  Restricting  or  hardening  the  growth  -in  this  way  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  point  in  midwinter-flowering  Stocks.  For  the  early  planting  to  be 
pushed  into  flower  during 
January,  we  find  it  a  mis¬ 
take  to  plant  in  deep,  well 
enriched  ground  beds. 

These  conditions,  com¬ 
bined  with  dark  winter 
months,  produce  a  drawn, 
soft  growth  that  some¬ 
times  won't  hold  up  as  it 
should.  If  this  early  plant¬ 
ing  in  deep  beds  is  run 
quite  cold  and  flowered 
in  February,  they  do  not 
become  so  drawn  and  bet¬ 
ter  results  can  be  had. 

For  a  crop  around  April  1 
or  Easter,  we  sow  early  in 
September  and  use  them 
to  follow  the  earliest 
Mums.  For  a  Mothers’  day 
crop,  we  sow  to  follow  the 
midseason  or  early  No¬ 
vember  Mums.  Our  final 
sowing  is  made  late  in 
February,  and  this  flowers 
in  June.  If  sown  after 
March  1  in  our  latitude, 
all  classes  of  Ten  Weeks 
Stocks  tend  to  come  blind, 
especially  if  unduly  warm 
in  May,  as  frequently  hap¬ 
pens  with  us. 

If  you  care  for  further  de¬ 
tails  on  growing  Stocks  we 
gladly  enclose  our  circular  that 
covers  them.  We  not  only  pro¬ 
duce  our  own  seed  of  the  vari¬ 
eties  listed  on  the  following 
page,  but  have  bred  them  to  a 
high  state  of  non-branching 


habit.

LILAC-LAVENDER.  A  rich  bright  lavender.  This  is  a  color  that 
combines  strikingly  well  with  all  others  and  for  this  reason  it  is  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  as  the  most  valuable  color  in  this  class.  Our  strain  is 
non-branching  to  the  extent  of  99  %  and  higher,  with  a  percentage  of 
doubles  that  runs  around  70%. 


BALL  WHITE.  Pictured  on  cover  page.  This  is  an  extra  long-stemmed 
white,  faintly  suffused  rose,  but  easily  accepted  for  clear  white.  An  out¬ 
standingly  fine  commercial  variety.  Continues  to  produce  a  few  weak  breaks 
about  the  base  of  flower  spike  that  are  easily  removed  and  should  be. 
Percentage  of  doubles  about  60  % . 

BALL  WHITE  DWARF.  This  is  a  selection  from  our  Ball  White— iden¬ 
tical  in  color  but  not  so  tall,  with  flowers  more  closely  set  on  the  stem. 
Stems  are  long  enough  for  any  purpose,  especially  if  grown  on  ground  beds. 
We  can  supply  this  only  in  trade  packets  and  half  trade  packets.  Percent¬ 
age  of  doubles  65  % . 

CHAMOIS  PINK.  Apricot  or  chamois-pink.  An  attractive  cut  flower 
color,  particularly  under  artificial  light.  Of  rather  compact  growth  but 
with  good  stiff  stems.  A  first-class  commercial  variety  that  should  not  be 
missed.  We  have  our  present  season’s  stock  up  to  58  to  60%  double. 
Strictly  non-branching. 

RUBY.  A  brilliant  dark  crimson,  long-stemmed  and  vigorous.  Strictly 
non-branching  with  around  65%  doubles.  A  rich,  heavy  color  that  is 
called  for  in  any  market  in  moderate  quantities.

NOTE.  Due  to  shortage  the  past  season  of  our  seed  crop  of  the  variety  Chamois 
Pink,  we  depended  to  a  limited  extent  on  other  grower’s  stock.  In  place  of  our  true 
light  chamois  we  received  a  very  undesirable  brownish  red  shade.  We  are  exceed¬ 
ingly  sorry  if  you  received  any  of  this  color  for  our  Chamois.  Our  present  season’s 
crop  (our  own  growing)  of  the  true  Chamois,  a  light  golden  rose,  will,  we  are  sure, 
be  ample  to  care  for  all  orders.  None  of  the  brownish  red  color  referred  to  will  be 
found  on  our  list  except  the  darker  shade  of  Bismarck  Antique  Copper.  All  colors 
in  this  class  are  worthless  for  cut  flowers  but  have  some  value  for  garden  decoration.

American  BRANCHING  Stocks 

EVERY  retail  grower  has  use  for  some  short-stemmed  Stocks;  the 
branching  class  can  be  planted  close,  as  suggested  for  the  non¬ 
branching  kind.  This  produces  long-stemmed  flowers  with  some  branching 
tendency  at  the  top,  or  they  can  be  spaced  about  6x8  and  topped,  which 
produces  shorter-stemmed  flowers  freely.  To  avoid  confusion  and  possible 
errors  in  selecting  unsalable  colors,  we  have  reduced  our  list  of  varieties, 
and  to  further  assist  you  in  selecting  only  the  best,  we  have  starred  such 
as  we  find  outstanding.  We  call  particular  attention  to  the  Bismarck  class. 
Most  of  them  are  about  a  week  earlier  than  the  other  classes,  and  the 
percentage  of  doubles  averages  higher.

LONG,  stiff  stems,  attractive  colors  and  no  trouble  with  wilting  are 
reasons  why  every  retail  grower  must  have  a  bench  or  two  of  “Snaps” 
in  all  colors,  and  as  a  market  grower’s  crop,  especially  for  winter-flowering, 
they  are  worth  some  special  attention.  In  most  any  commission  house 
some  stock  can  be  noted  that  stands  out  from  all  others — long,  straight 
and  stiff-stemmed,  well  filled  flower  heads  and  perfectly  bunched.  Such 
flowers  in  any  market  sell  at  a  premium — and  a  profit.  It’s  close  attention 
to  details  that  makes  the  difference.  A  fairly  well  enriched  soil,  a  realiza¬ 
tion  that  soil  must  dry  out  fairly  well  between  waterings,  and  maintaining 
a  dry,  light  atmosphere  are  conditions  most  crops  respond  to,  especially 
Snaps.  And  they  are  responsive  to  any  kind  of  soil  if  it’s  properly  handled 
as  to  manure  and  water. 

As  to  varieties  any  of  the  dozen  or  so  headliners  on  the  opposite  page 
are  safe.  But  a  difference  will  be  found  in  earliness..  Such  as  are  second 
early  are  more  vigorous  and  will  produce  more  freely,  but  they  must  be 
planted  earlier  for  winter-flowering.  We  publish  a  circular  that  discusses 
these  details  and  we’ll  be  glad  to  send  you  a  copy.

The  size  and  double¬ 
ness  of  the  flowers  will  be 
in  a  direct  ratio  to  the 
amount  of  heat  they  are 
given,  other  conditions  be¬ 
ing  equal.  It  follows  that 
they  should  be  at  their  best 
late  in  December  and  Janu¬ 
ary,  and  with  the  flower 
supply  at  the  lowest  ebb 
during  these  months,  it  be¬ 
comes  the  most  profitable 
time  to  be  in  crop  with 
them.  To  hit  this  favorable 
time  in  our  latitude  we  sow 
August  1;  we  should  say 
that  there  is  a  difference  of 
two  weeks  in  the  season  300 
miles  south  of  us.  But  to 
have  them  in  for  about 
Christmas  in  that  latitude 
would  suggest  sowing  about 
August  10.  In  the  past  we 
have  lost  our  plants  heavily 
after  planting  in  the  house 
with  the  same  “yellows” 
that  affects  Asters.  We 
overcome  this  entirely  by 
protecting  the  outdoor  beds 
in  which  we  sow  with  Aster 
cloth.  You  can  do  the  watering  through  the  cloth,  and  they  seem  to  enjoy 
the  shade  it  produces.  Calendula  like  a  rich  soil,  but  don’t  overdo  it  or 
the  growth  will  be  soft — the  kind  that  wilts;  depend  on  some  top  dress¬ 
ing  later  with  6-8-6.  The  value  of  fresh,  dry  air  during  the  fall  months 
is  so  important  in  preventing  the  growth  softening  that  we  leave  the 
ventilators  wide  open  until  it  gets  close  to  freezing.  After  steady  firing 
sets  in,  we  maintain  the  night  temperature  between  40  and  45  degrees, 
and  they  like  that  too.  To  further  harden  the  growth  and  prevent  wilting 
of  flowers,  maintain  the  soil  rather  dry  during  the  darkest  period  of  the 
winter.  Lack  of  sunshine  that  softens  the  growth  is  largely  responsible 
for  wilting  of  flowers.  Clearly  we  must  do  everything  possible  to  keep 
the  growth  hard.

NO  retail  grower  can 
afford  to  be  with¬ 
out  a  row  of  Winter 
Peas.  To  cover  the  sea¬ 
son,  part  of  them  should 
be  planted  in  July  for 
winter  -  flowering  and 
part  after  Mums  for 
spring  flowers.  The  two 
plantings  should  pro¬ 
vide  these  indisoensable 
flowers  from  October  to 
June.  If  successfully 
grown  they  will  be  a 
most  profitable  crop, 
for  they  are  very  free- 
flowering  under  favor¬ 
able  conditions. 


Lack  of  clean,  fresh 
soil  is  the  general  cause 

of  failures,  for  the  roots  seem  more  sensitive  to  soil  rot  than  most  crops 
are.  If  ground  beds  are  used  and  changing  of  soil  hasn’t  helped  much,  the 
chances  are  it  has  become  reinfected  through  contact  with  the  lower  soil 
and  sides.  For  this  reason  we  prefer  steam  sterilizing.  Soaking  with  hot 
water  we  have  found  equally  efficient  in  getting  the  rot  out  of  the  soil, 
but  the  water  must  be  near  boiling  and  freely  used.  The  safest  plan  is 
the  use  of  raised  beds.  Really  good  Peas  can  be  grown  in  a  6-inch  bed 
of  fairly  stiff  soil.  They  must,  of  course,  be  watered  more  freely,  and  a 
top  dressing  of  6-8-6  fertilizer  will  prolong  their  life.  If  such  a  bed  is 
washed  clean  and  filled  with  fresh  soil  with  14  to  y3  manure,  the  crop  will 
have  a  clean  start.  Don’t  forget  that  such  a  bed  calls  for  heavy  watering 
when  full  of  Pea  growth ;  overlooking  this  point  will  promptly  short-stem 
the  crop.

Peas  are  strictly  a  cool-temperature  crop.  They  go  well  in  a  house  of 
Carnations  and  Snaps,  but  a  warmer  house  will  run  them  out  fast.  We 
have  seen  failures  due  to  an  accumulation  of  green  fly.  In  our  interest 
as  well  as  yours,  we  suggest  that  your  hot  weather  sowing  should  be 
drilled  direct  into  flowering  beds.  Have  soil  fairly  moist,  get  the  seed 
down  about  an  inch  and  cover  with  boards  or  paper;  this  shuts  out  the 
heat  some  and  prevents  undue  drying  out  of  the  soil.  If  watered  in  hot 
weather  before  the  seed  germinates,  it  frequently  rots  because  of  the 
combination  of  high  temperature  and  the  germs  of  rot  that  exist  in  most 
soils.  Elfective  protection  against  rot  can  also  be  had  through  treating 
the  seed  with  Semesan  or  Formaldehyde  dust.  Practically  all  the  failures 
in  germinating  Sweet  Pea  seed  during  hot  weather  are  prevented  if  these 
suggestions  are  carried  out.

FOR  several  reasons  we  do  not  recommend  sowing  this  crop  during  the  summer  months. 

It  does  not  develop  or  color  up  well  under  early  winter  conditions,  making  a  weak 
showing  in  competition  with  more  seasonable  flowers.  Also  the  seed  is  very  difficult  to 
germinate  in  a  high  temperature.  If  you  must  sow  under  these  conditions,  do  so  in  flats 
set  under  greenhouse  benches  or  in  a  cool  shed.  For  a  crop  to  follow  Mums,  sow  as 
the  summer  cools  or  late  September  in  our  latitude.  Late  in  this  month  the  new  crop 
of  seed  is  ready.  We  have  a  supply  of  seed  of  all  varieties  ready  for  immediate  ship¬ 
ment  that  has  been  carried  over  from  last  year’s  harvest  in  air-tight  containers.  We 
know  it  will  germinate  under  favorable  conditions,  but  we  cannot  be  responsible  for 
Larkspur  seed  sown  in  midsummer.
